Subsequent reports from schools 
on the 24th and 25th June, in- 
dicated further leakage. 


It was decided on 23rd June to 
have the examiners set alternative 
papers for the whole examination 
and by emergency arrangements 
carried out in the Education Office 
it was possible to put these papers 
into use from the 24th June.

THE THRILLING STORY of the escape of 8 
young Norwegian from his native country, .now 
occupied by the hated Germans, and an account of 
his subsequent journey to Shanghai, from which 
city he left a few days ago to join the Norwegian 
Air Force now being trained in Canada, was giveh 
by Mr. K. A. Persen, well-known commentator in 
Shanghai over Radio Station X.M.H.A. 

By interviewing the intrepid young Viking, 
who risked his life to escape from Nazi tyranny, Mr. 
Persen was able in his broadcast to give an eye- 
witness story of what is really happening in Norway 
to-day and to expose as lies German propaganda 


stories from that country. The talk follows: 


“Once more I had the 
fortune of interviewing one of my 
countrymen on his way through 
Shanghai to join our Air Force 
in Toronto, As you may know 
considerable numbers of my 
ccuntiymen have succeeded in 


ae 
rae ZA\ {Sweden and many have crossed 


escaping from occupied Norway 
and the risks they take in s0 do- 
ing ure by no means small. Some 
have crossed the borders into 


the North Sea in small row boats 
to England and Scotland. Many 
have even galled across the At- 
lantic in order to be able to fight 
against the Nazi oppressors. If 
any proof is needed of the hatred 
felt by the Norwegians for the 
Germans the fact that these men 
are willing to risk everything for 
a chance of fighting their coun- 
try's enemies should be sufficient. 

“For obvious reasons J am pre- 
vented from giving details such 
os names and locations since. in 
the great majority of cases, these 
fen leave behind them relatives 
in Norway. Each one of them in 
a few weeks or months has lived 
through experiences which will 
some day form thrilling volumes 
of adventure. 


Obstacles No Hindrance 


“Since travelling within Nor- 
way is severely restricted by the 
Nazis it is difficult in itself in 
many instances to even get close 
enough to the horder from which 
an escape can be made. But to 
these determined young men 
obstacles do not seem to matter 
in the least. On the very night 
after my friend arrived at a cer- 
tain place near the Swedish bord- 
er he set out across the ice in 
pitch darkness headed for Sweden. 
At times he had to wade knee 
deep in water since the ice had 
already begun to thaw. And all 
the time he was faced with the 
danger of falling through. 

“Between 1 and 2 o'clock in 
the morning he was rewarded by 
finding his feet once more on 
dry ground. He had arrived in 
Sweden, the first stop safely ac- 
-complished in his exciting and 
dangerous journey. And just in 
time since the very next day the 
ice was breaking up, As 2 politi- 
cal refugee he was then-taken to 
a camp, but after having been 
detained for three or four days 
he was once more given his 
liberty and proceeded to Stock- 
holm, : 

“Thon tho difficulties in con- 
nection with obtaining a_ visa 
for the journey through Russia 
began. This was finally secured, 
and one morning as dawn was 
breaking my friend found him-. 
self looking down upon the: 
Swedish tandscape from a 
"plane bound for Moscow.

“And so one day they beheld 
the Yangtze and the bomb- 
scarred city of Chungking below 
~another citadel of freedom. 
Here they received a royal wel- 
come from the members of the 
British Embassy whose care cf 
them could not have been better 
had they been Britain's own sons. 
They had an opportunity of wit- 
nessing how Chungking and its 
people had stood up against ruth- 
less bombing for almost four 
years, 


“After some days in the cap.tal 
of Free China they found them- 
selves once more in the air look- 
ing down on the mountains of 
Szechuan. The next stop) was 
Hong Kong. My friend describ- 
ed to me vividly the feeling of 
freedom which seemed to in- 
crease gradually as he left his 
occupied country behind. Some 
times, he said it was almost in- 
credible for them tv __ believe 
after months of oppression and 
regulations and the Nazi con- 
tamination that they were 
actually free to do what they 
liked. 

“And although the journey 
meant practically a trip around 
the world with every passing 
day they felt that they were 
gesting nearer to the time 
when they oould wing their 
way across Norway and give 
the Germans back some of 
their own medicine in the form 
of bombs—the only language 
these people are capable of un- 
derstanding. 

“While I was talking to my 
friend I showed him a copy of 
the local Nazi ‘Noon Extra’ con- 
taining two telegrams from Oslo. 
After he had read them he burst 
out laughing in a manner that 
would have made even the local 
Dr. Ley blush. I do not know 
which cable made. him. laugh the 
most. But a ‘stronger refutation 
of the Nazi lies as contained in 
this sheet you could not have 
wished for. One cable dated 
Oslo, July 11, informed Nor- 
wegian ‘volunteers’ for Finland 
that the medical examination for 
the first ‘volunteers’ would be 
extended for a.period of 10 days. 


The “Hird’’ 


“He said: ‘They might just as 
well sextend the. period for 10 
years.' And then he related. a. 
typical incident which not only 
proves from what sort of indivi- 
duals the ‘hird’ is. made up but

only people in Norway who can 
obtain meat are the Germans and 
the ‘quislings.’ 


Nazi Losses 


“] have told you' before somc- 
thing about the Nazi losses in 
Norway. 1 am going to give you 
just one incident to prove how 
\great they were in proportion to 
our own. During one battle in one 
of the Norwegian valleys the Nor- 
wegians counted more than 200 
|German dead and their own losses 
had been one—one man. If could 
lof course give you the name, of the 
)'plane including the names of 
imany who took part and various 
‘other particulars, but such things 
have to be left to some future 
‘date since I Know the mentality 
of the Gestapo too well. 

“My friend being himself oa 
Istudent told me a lot about the 
;most uggressive front against the 
Nazi in Norway — that of the 
Norwegian students. 

“In their campaign against the 
invaders he sald that these 
young men are continually tak - 
Ing great risks. 

“The Nazis have tried to form a 
new student union in Norway 
named the N.S.S.F., the National 
Union Student Fyliing (the actual 
translation of ‘fylking’ is phalanx). 
In order to induce the students to 
join this union the Nazis are offer- 
ing all sorts of privileges and 
advantages. They have for 
instance built students homes, and 
for students of the poorer classes 
they are arranging for part time 
jobs of various kinds, jobs which 
are paid very well. These jobs 
consist of insignificant positions 
serving as a screen for the actual 
jfinancial support they receive. For 
| instance a job as a night watch- 
man (and the Nazis need a num- 
of them) may be paid as much 
jas 10 kroner an hour. In spite of 
these attractions they have not 
‘sueceeded in obtaining many new 
‘members since any student who 
joing this organisation becomes a 
marked man and this boycott is a 
very serious thing indeed in Nor- 
way, His former friends will 
shun him like poison, No one 
will think og greeting him and in 
every respect he }s ignored. To 
‘prove how extensive and deadly 
this boycott ig the Nazis have had 
to build a special home in Oslo, 
for the members of the ‘hird’ 
simply because these fellows can 
not show themselves amy more 
even in their homes. « ; 


Quislings In ‘Sweden

“This Is an exact translation 
of the passage: ‘Then the traitor 
walked over to Jesus, kissed him 
and said: ‘Heil, Alt Hall and 
Welcame.' 

“When a Norwegian drew the 
attention of one of the ‘quislings’ 
to this passage of the Scriptures 
this individual became excited and 
shouted: ‘This has to be reported, 
this has to be reported.’ ‘It 
remains to be seen,’ said my 
countryman, ‘whether the Nazis 
dare to add this edition of the 
Norwegian Bible to the list of 
banned books in Norway.’
